Elba Police

‘The City of Elba, like every 
other towa in the world, rang 
in the new year Monday morn- 
ing, and local police report 
four drivers were ticketed for 
wreckless driving. 
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Elba Mayor Robert Folsom 
has continued to be paid for 
serving on the Elba Fire De- 
partment during the past two 
years in spite of state laws 
that lim‘t his right to collect 
tax funds from n.re than one 
source during the same per- 
iod. 

Folsom said Tuesday night 
during a council meeting that 
during his two years as mayor, 
his name had been added to 
the number submitted to the 
city for payment monthly, and 
that his wife had received the 
money on at least two occa~ 
sions. Folsom said he thought 
she had received two checks 
of $255 each for serving as 
** bookkeeper.” 


A legal authority consulted 
by THE ELBA CLIPPER said 
such payments constituted 
** out-and-out fraud.’’ The city 
council has never authorized 
payment to anyone to serve as

ing Tuesday night was relatively

R. S. Jones reported that 
Mr. and Mrs. Grady Thomas 
had allowed a house trailer to 
be parked in a R-1 zone 6-1/2 
feet from his property line.

Folsom updated the Council 
on the report at the last meet~ 
ing that the Seaboard Coast- 
line Railroad was proposing 
closing the spur line from Elba 
to Enterprise. However, acheck 
by this newspaper late last week 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Washington re- 
vealed that no request had been 
filed at that time. Folsom 
asked for and got support to 
write the County Commission 
and the City of Enterprise, ask- 
ing for support in fighting this 
action. 


Police Chief Max Rayborn 
reported the collection of 
$1,740.50 in fines during Dec~ 
ember, and that Officer Simon 
Benson had submitted his res- 
ignation as of January 5. 
Benson has accepted: a posi- 
tion with the Alabamz State 
Troopers. His resignation was 
accepted on a motion by Coun- 
cilman Cleo Hawkins, with the 
understanding he would be given 
a letter of commendation for 
his years of service. 


Rayborn and Mayor Folsom 
recommended the hiring of 
Ricky Christian, a former radio 
operator, as a patrolman. The 
Council approved this action 
after instructing Rayborn to fill 
his other vacancy with a black 
officer to insure compliance 
with state and federal regula- 
tions. 


Council members were told 
heahth insurance had increased 
to $30.18 on single employees, 
and to $83.53 on ‘covered fam- 
ilies. The city pays half the 
insurance.

The Council discussed the 
request of the fire department 
wanting to use the discarded 
meter reader car as a fire car 
and decided the car was not 
worth fixing. They instead voted 
to pay 15¢a mile for one car 
carrying firemen to all out-of- 
town fires. 


A letter from Joe Brooks of 
Montgomery was read offer- 
ing to lease the parking lot 
next to the pool room to the 
city for public parking. Brooks 
said he was considering leas- 
ing it as a pay lot. The Coun- 
cil instructed Prescott to 
inform Brooks they apprecia- 
ted the use of the lot in the 
past, but couldn’t afford to 
lease it at this time. 


The long established policy 
concerning firemen's pay ts that 
the department submits a bill 
each month to the city for the 
number of firemen days (num- 
ber of fires miltiplied by num- 
ber of firemen attending). This 
bill is paid and the fire de- 
partment treasurer holds the 
money until about the first of 
December when each fireman 


is given a check for bis earned 
fire runs less any special do- 
nations, parties or purchases 
the department has spent money 
on during the year, There is a 
provision whereby a fireman 


could get his money early if 
he needs it. This fund has not 
been audited by city auditors 
during past years because the 
money belonged to the firemen 
as individuals.
